Fowler ran for governor three years 
ago but was defeated by Bentin H 
McMillin. 
Since that time he 
has 
been in the department of justice. 
"I will not discuss Tennessee pol­ 
itics,” was all Fowier 
said 
today 
when asked whether it was likely 
that he would run for governor. 
His answer w’as characteristic 
of 
all Tennessee 
political leaders

Washington, except Senator Taylor. 
Tne senator got caught In an em­ 
barrassing position betw’een the two 
factions and has been subjected to
